ORDER APPOINTING TEMPORARY CONSERVATOR$\ND GRANTING 

INJUNCTION 



This cause came to be heard on the 24 day of August, 2010 before the Honorable 
Randy Kennedy, Probate Judge, upon the Petition to appoint a Temporary Conservator 
and upon the adjudication of a temporary restraining order, ex parte. Present were the 
parties, and their counsel. Based upon the statements and argument of counsel, the 
petitioners, the sworn petition, the exhibits and the entire record, and there being no 
opposition to the requested relief, the court finds the following relief to be appropriate. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DECREED as follows: 

1 . Jewell Tinnon is in need of a Temporary Conservator of the person and property 
and the medical and lay evidence supports such decision, and no interested party opposes 
such action. 

2. That the Court shall appoint a Guardian ad litem to investigate the matters as 
stated in the sworn petition. Bond and Property Management plan are waived pending a 
final hearing in this matter. 

3. The Clerk is hereby directed to issue Temporary Letters of Co-Conservatorship to 
Kim and Terry Patrick of the person and property of Jewell Tinnon. 



4. Pursuant to TCA 34-3-104 The rights to be removed from the ward and vested in 
the Temporary Co-Conservators, pending further Orders of this Court, shall include but 
not be limited to the right to decide medical care and treatment, the right to make 
treatment decisions; the right to contract and enter into purchases; the right to dispose of 
property; the right to marry, the right to handle financial and living affairs pending 
further Orders of this Court. 

5. With regard to the authority under TCA 33-6-20 l(s) and the right to make 
healthcare decisions for the Respondent, Jewell Tinnon, The Temporary Co-Conservators 
are hereby authorized to make all reasonable and necessary decisions on behalf of the 
Ward, including authorization to advocate for the Respondent Ward's financial and 
healthcare needs and to obtain any and all information governed by the Health Insurance 
Portability and Accountability Act of 1996 (aka HIPP A), regarding the use and disclosure 
of any of the Respondent Ward's identifiable financial information, health information, 
and or other medical records. 

6. The Court directs that a review date shall be Set for a status of the ward and of the 
temporary conservatorship and any matters raised by the parties. 

7. That Beverly Chapman and Michael Chapman are hereby restrained and enjoined 
from communicating with any party concerning the substance of this action, that they are 
hereby enjoined and restrained from coming about the person of Jewell Tinnon for the 
purpose of harassment, undue influence or interfering with her quiet enjoyment of life, 
pending further orders of this court. 

8. That the Costs of this cause, including the fees of the Guardian ad litem, and 
attorney for the Petitioners is hereby assessed against the estate of the Respondent, Jewell 



Tinnon and all parties shall submit their respective affidavits and the Court will approve a 
reasonable fee for their services by separate Order after review of the respective 



affidavits.
